“In connection with genealogy， 
Tve' been asked why there is such 
a scafrcity of material on the Chi- 
nese in America and their reluc- 
tance to talk about themselves,” said 
Thomas W. Chinn，San Francisco， 
during an interview while attend- 
ing the World Conference on Rec- 
ords.

Chinn，who is a founder and the 
frst bresident of the society，spboke 
at the world gathering of historians， 
artchivists，and genealogists on 
“Genealogical Methods and Sources 
for the Chinese Immigrants to the 
U.S$.”

"Over a century ago the first 
western “ wrtiters ”betpetuated the 
theme that thbhe Chinese wete in- 
Scrutable, that no one could fathom 
their mind or get them to talk about

Animal Heart Valve 


Saves 工 38-Year-O1d 


LOS ANGELES 一 An 18- 

year-old_ girl who had been a 
chronic invalid since childhood 
and who was near death be- 
cause of heart failure is now 
leading a normal life, thanks to 
an animal heart valve. 
” UCLA Medical School sur- 
geons replaced the patient's dis- 
eased heart valve with a-spe- 
cially processed animal valve， 
The surgery . followed three 
years of research during which 
the valve replacement technique 
was developed. 

The patient was recently ad- 
Imitted to the UCLA Hospital in 
a critical condition. Her failing 
heart did not respond to con- 
ventional drug treatment. Since 
the operation，her greatly en- 
larged heart has returned to 
normal size and her cardiac 
symptoms have disappeared， 

The valves used in this type 
of surgery are from such ani- 
mals as calves and pigs. They 
are carefully sewn to a fabric- 
covered metal frame to make 让 
easier to insert into the heart 
and insure proper valve position 
and function, The complete unit 
is then sterilized and preserved 
ip a formalin-like solution. 

This processing destroys tis- 
Sue elements which would other- 
Wise cause a rejection reaction in 
the recipient，commonly seen ip 
organ transplantation， 

Although totally 。 artificial 
heart valves made of metal and 
Plastic have been used for some 
time to replace diseased ones， 
they are prone to develop clots 
which may break of and cause 
a Stroke Anticoagulant drugs 
(blood thinners) are required 
with artificial valves to help 
avoid this problem. These med- 
ications are not necessary with 
tissue ， valves， jlike the one 
described.
